TJIE DEBATE O.V THE AD- 
. DHEHS. 

The debato'on tlw Address in reply 
to tliB Speech from the THrone at Otta- 
wa possRsses features of interest to 

- British Columbians. Mr. Mackenzie 
— who continues to lead the Opposi- 
tion — adopted a rollicking tone, and 

i-. the i/a»^ dubs Liui a political Mark 
Tapley for his jocosity under circum- 
. itanicea of an extremely adverse charac- 
ter to his party. The Opposition leader 
kept clear of tiro railway question, con- 
fining himself principally to a review 
of tile National Policy, which ho de- 
clared to bs a failure, attributing the 
' little success the Govorwnent bad met 
•with to a bountiful harvest in Canada 
and a deficient harvest in Europe. Sir 
JOHJJ'S reply was much to the ))oint. 
He defended tlio National Policy of 
the Government, niftintaining that it 
had clearly given a wonderful impetus 
to manufacturerfl and producers gener- 
ally, and tha t its benefits would bo more 
•■: dearl; felt as the productive forces of 
"the country, stimulated by protection, 
increased. Sir Joii.v further took oc- 
easioii to point out that in selecting tlfb 

- Fraber route and in commencing con- 
struction he had adopted the policy ot 

* Mr. MAOKENZlE,auddefendedthe action 
of the present Government vigorously. 
Mr. BossTER disapproved of the route 
of the railway, wanted the Island 
railway, and came out strongly in favor 
of keepiujr the labor required for wliite 
hands. Ou the labor question Mr. 
BUN'BTER is verv i)ronouncc'd, and his 
constituents hope that he will continue 
to sound the alarm upon every conven- 
ient oi>portunity. Mr. DeCosmos fol- 

■ lowed in somo forcible roniarks in favor 
of the construction ot tho Island rail 
way ; hut we scarcely think that hii= 
opposition to the route will find any 
supporters here. The Battle of the 
Routes Was fairly fought and the route 
which Mr. DeCosmos favored failed to 
be selected. Why cannot ho accepi 
the inevitable ] Why does he seek tn 
revive a controversy that died and WR^ 
buried last year? Why attribute to 
the Government a desire to delay tht- 
comiuenoement of construction when 
they sent the c.i:p!orer3 to Skeena rivei 
laatyarl Why accuse tlie (Jovern 
tuer.o of want of fiiiib and hypocritical 
professions v.hon tliere is abundant 
evidence to show that in selecting a 
roulb ti.py were not actuated bypoliti 
cal couBidorat,ons atail, but acted in 
accordance with tho verdict of thi 
engineers 1 Mr. DeCosmos' remarki 
on the route were, we feel bound to 
say, nonsensical clapirap ; and his 
attack on the bona fides 61 the Govern 
ment was in exceedingly bad taste. 
If our junior member desires to be ol 
service to his constituency be will 
cease to grasp at shadowa and apply 
himself to the consideration of matters 
that are practical, amongst which we 
class the Island railway and the dry- 
dock. The route is settled. We cannot 
coincide altogether with Mr. Barkard'.i 
remark that a " baker's dozen " could 
not be found in the Province to disap- 
prove of the selfotion ; but a " baker'.s 
dozen " — aye, a single man (alwavs ex 
copting Mr. DeCosmos) could not be 
found to advocate further delay for the 
purpose of trying to find a better 
route thau that by Fraaer River. Mr. 
DeCosuob' remarks on the Island rail 
Way commend themselves to the public 
here ; but his attack on the contractors 
develops a pettiness of B[;irit that is 
hardly becoming. la making the 
awards the Dominion Government saw 
to it that a British Columbia firm with 
extensive interests in the Province 
which would be largely advanced by rail- 
way construction were concerned in 
the contructe, and if Canadians did noi 
care to risk their capital in the venture 
was the work to be delayed indefinite!) 
because only an American syndi- 
cate stood ready to perform it? 
Mr. Blake's remarks were in keeping 
irith his Walkei-ton speech upon which 
wecommented several weeks since. He 
maintained that the contracts in British 
Columbia should not have been award- 
ed because the English aid anticipated 
bj the QoTernment last session bad not 
been obtiinod, Upon reference to the 
debates of last session we can find no 
pledge exacted by tho House of Com- 
mons while the railway resolutions 
wrre uiifler (liscu.ssion that work in 
British Colitmbia should not be com- 
menced unless Imperial assistance had 
lieea first obtained. On the contrary, 
the HnuBfl conferred on the Govern- 
ment power to award contracts for 127 
miles of road in British Columbia with- 
out any stipulation whatsoever. The 
great expectations of the Government 
from England had nothins ''o ^''1' 
the scanty justice proposed to be dealt 
out to the Pacific Province. The House 
knew that, and the Government have 
acted upon tho instructions of the 
House in awarding tho contracts.

Tunesal of tho V; ct xas oftlio Ezplo- 
s'iui. 

St. Petersburg, February 20.— The 
funeral of the soldiers who were killed 
by the explosion in the Winter Palace, 
and of those wlio sub.sequciitly 
died of the wounds tliey rec(!ived, took 
place to-day. The spectacle was very 
impressive. Tho greater parts of the 
regiments composing the Imperial 
Guard at St. Petersburg were marshal- 
led for tho ceremony. Tho bodies of 
the doad, placed in numbers of four 
upon gun carriages, preceded by a regi- 
ment of Imperial Guard marching 
with arms reversed, w^ith a band of 
music playing a funeral dirge, were 
conveyed from the chapel where the 
religious services over them had been 
performed, to the cemetery on the 
taat side of the Neva, and wcro tlioro 
interred with tho usual military cere- 
monio.s, platoons of the infantry firing 
rounds over tho graves as tho earth 
was thrown upon the coffins. The at- 
titude of the populace, as the funeral 
cortege passed from the Winter Palace 
to the cemetery, was ominonsly cold 
and threatening.

Afternoon Dispatch. 

. IRELAND. 

LoKDoy, Feb. 26. — A correspondent 
writes from near Oalway; — There is a 
terrible state of affairs here. Fifty 
families oke out a miserable existence. 
Their houses are small heaps of dirty 
stones ; their laud is rock and soft bog 
and hunger and want are everywhere 
apparent. The people go naked and 
without food. Many are slowly starv- 
ing to death. Such scenes of appalling 
destitution I .never before witnessed. 
Every step we took brought before our 
view a new and more fearful picture of 
destitution and suffering. The more 
we saw the more certain did death 
from .starvation appear inevitably the 
fate of every man, woman and child on 
iliB island. Gaunt, thin and pale were 
the faces of men who were naturally of 
herculean build, and the features of 
the women and children wen* over- 
spread by the ghastly pallor of hunger. 
In many cabins children crouched 
shivering and almost naked around the 
Hre, and when I entered they sprang be- 
hind their mother, wlio.ic single gar- 
ment, a thin dress, was not the slight- 
est protection against tiie wind which 
blew through the broken roof. On the 
fire was tho dinner, u pot of brown- 
green seaweed. It is certaia that un- 
less they are well cared for dozens will 
die of starvation. 

London, Feb. 26. — A large tenant 
right meeting near Port Adown, Coun- 
ty Armagh, was to-day attacked by 
three thousand Orangemen, armed with 
bludgeons, who stormed the platform 
and dispersed the meeting. Twenty 
tenant-righters were seriously injured. 
Tho Orange party considered the meet- 
ing seditious. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 26. — Emperor 
William, in writing to the Czar his 
congratulations at the latter's escape 
from death at the time of the explosion 
in the Winter Palace, attaches great 
blame to the Russian police for disre- 
garding the warning from the Berlin 
police that such an act was conteui- 
plated by the Nihilists. 

St. Petersbuuo, Feb. 25. —The 
Czarina is reported unconscious and 
approaching dissolution. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
Lahore, Feb. 26. —Fighting has 
been renewed at Herat between Cabul- 
ose and Heratee regiments, and the 
fDrmer have been completely defeated. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, Fob. 26. — A report has 
just been received here that the House 
of Assembly at Frcderiokton, N. B., is 
on lire and that there is very littlo 
hope of saving it. The New Bruns- 
wick legislature was to open there to- 
morrow. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Fra.ncisco, Feb; 25.— Tho Call 
this morning says that a secret raeet- 
ini; of citizens for tho purpose of or- 
ganizing a Vigilance Committee was 
held last night in the Palace Hotel. 
The avowed object of tho organization 
is the suppression of any possible riot 
which might occur in connection with 
the labor agitation movements it is re- 
port that after this week the committee 
will cease calling on the employers of 
Chinese and that week-day meetings 
at tho Sandlofc would be discontinued. 
"We will agitate in a different way," 
said Gannon. His speech was princi- 
pally devoted to the recent meeting of 
merchants with the view of raising 
subscriptions for the benefit of the un- 
employed, several of whom ha abused 
roundly.

A Ooasistont Flan, of Xntimidation. 

New York, Fub. 19. — A Herald 
editorial says ; The cible news which 
■ve print this morning relating to yes 
terday's attempt to blow up the 'Gzar 
along with a portion' of the Winter 
Palace at St. Petersburg, does not give 
any information enabling us to solve 
tho iiiystfrry connected with tho aff-iir. 
It it very natural that a secret society 
should be charged with the most recent 
of the many attempts to murder tho 
Czar. They have frankly acknowledg- 
ed they were instigators of some form- 
er attempts, and it .seems as if there 
could not bo a doubt entertained now 
as to their culpability. Noverthoip.ss, 
we have come to the conclusion that 
the Nihilists, if they had anything to 
do with tho blowing up of the dining- 
room of tho Winter Palace, are rory 
careful of tho Czar's life. Tho lust 
two atlompts prove conclusively that 
the perpetrators of these crimes aro in 
possession of tho most complete know- 
ledge of the Emiieror's movements. 
At Moscow, when tho inino was laid 
with the greatept precision to blow up 
the Imperial train, tho most 
religious caro was takon to let 
the Imperial traveler ptiss over the 
spot safely, and to send only Imperial 
baggage into space. Now in tho Win- 
ter Palaco a mine is laid under the 
very room in which the Czar dines 
every night. The hour arrives, but the 
Czar lingers and only tho Imperial 
banquet is sent, with a number of sol- 
diers, into eternity. Tho people who 
lay mines under such difficult circum- 
stances as was tho one recontly ex- 
ploded were presumably well aware of 
every movement mado by tho Czar in 
his own palace; and thoy took as good 
care as did tho conspirators at Moscow 
that the sacred ruler should not bo hurt, 
but only frightened. There can bo no 
other explnnaiinn. If conspirators 
wished to kill tho. Czar they could do it 
at any niomeiit, for they are evidently 
insidri the palace, and every monu;nt he 
is in their power. Wo can hardly 
credit the loaders of the Nihilist move- 
ment with all tiieso unsucci>sful at- 
tempts. If they had serious inten- 
tions to murder the. Czar they could 
have done so a dozen times. The con- 
spirators evidently intend only to 
frighten tho Eniijoror, to make him 
more terrified and nnrvous than ho is; 
perhap.s to make him proceed with the 
proclamation of demanded reforms, 
more probably tocauso him to abdicate. 
But this is not a sensiblo way to com- 
pel a man to inaugurate reforms 
or a brave man to abdicate. These 
constant attempts would tend to sour 
the sjiirit of a saint and to make a ty- 
rant and despot of tho most angelic of 
mortals. Evidently the men who are 
playing with dynamite for the benefit 
of the Czar's nerves do not want re- 
form. But what do they want? Do 
they wish to compel Alexander to ab- 
dicate in favor of the Czarowitch ] It 
seems as if we must come to the con- 
clusion that there is a party in the pal- 
ace which is working for this ond, and 
that this party has had a hand in tho 
Jloscow and Winter Palace atteiiijits. 
The relations existing between the 
Crar and his heir have recently been 
the subject of tnucli discussion, and it 
is probalile that the rumors of serious 
differences between them had some 
foundation in truth. That the Czaro- 
witch would lend himself to such crimes 
as have recently been attempted is de- 
cidedly improbable, but there is pre- 
sumably a large palace party desirous 
of seeing him on the throne. The 
search for the jierpetrators of this last 
attempt will have to be made inside 
and not outside the Winter Palace. 



Wasiii.voton, Pa.. Feb. S.^The 
ashes of Dolly Hartman were removed 
from the retort nnd ex|)ressed to her 
parents at Pittsburg this afternoon. 
They weighed 4 pounds 14 ounces and 
were as lino and white as some kinds 
of powder. The cremation took two 
hours and fifteen minutes. It was the 
most successful attcm[)t ever carried 
out hfre. The executors of Lemoyne 
say they have over one hundrec appli- 
cations for cremation at the present 
time. 

Fresh Executions at Mandalay.— 
News lias reached Calcutta that the 
executions at Mandulay are continued 
with unabated cruelty. One of the 
newly created Princes has lately been 
put to dtiath, osteiibibly for aspiring to 
high in his amours ; and five sisters of 
the Pbangzai Prince have been execut- 
ed, on the ])retext that they were in 
correspondence with the Nyoung Yan 
Prince, but roally, it is believed, be- 
cause they have had the misfortune to 
become the objects of the Chief Queen's 
jealousy. The line, however, is not 
daawn at Royal blood, or even at na- 
tives of Burmah. Two Pon-nas, or 
Manipuri Brahmins, with three Bur- 
luese attendants, have been put to 
death, whether on tho ground of their 
having undertaken to procure poison 
to be used on the King, or for devotion 
to the cause of the Nyoung Yan 
Prii.ce, is uncertain. It is stated that 
the, Chief ^^ufifii's elder sister, Soop- 
ayabgyee, has been concerned in an at- 
tempt to administer poison to the King 
and Queen. True or false, such .stories 
of pialace intrigues are mado the excuse 
for remorseles.sy despatching those who 
have incurred tho displeasure of the 
King or his favorites.
